The coin which you deseribe is evident- 

an English penny or farthing of George IZ (the 
goin for Ireland), issued during the early part 
of the reign of George II. As thoy seem to hare 
eirculated in considerable quantities in thie 
country, the coin is not rare or valuable intrin- 
Gically. If,however, it occurred in connection 
with a burial as part thereof, it furnishes very 
definite historical evidence as the burial met 
have taken place after 1737. Prom your noto, 
however, I should judge that it is not to be con- 
nected with a burial and its presence may be the 
result of a dozen and one reasons, ail of equal 
probability.
